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This Should Help 

The tariff concessions granted by Canada 
in the Geneva general agreement came into 
effect nominally on Jan, Ist., and actually 
today. Seventeen, other countries brought 
their reciprocal concessions into effect at the 
same time. These include the United King- 
dom and the United States. Because of the 
dollar difficulty, the mutual reduction of 
duties between Canada and the latter country 
are particularly important. 

On 590 items there are reductions which 
will make United States commodities ,and 
those from 43 other countries, cheaper to 
Canadian purchasers, But for the temporary 
restrictions imposed to block imports from 
the United States, the lower tariff would 
naturally stimulate the inflow of goods from 
that country — and stimulate also an 
increased outflow of U.S. dollars. The 
embargoes — allowable under the agreement 
—thus nullify for the time the normal effect 
of the lowering of Canadian duties. 


But there is no embargo against Canadian 
products going to the United States, Wash- 
ington has co-operated in restoring dollar 
balance, by putting up no barriers to check 
imports from the Dominion, The reduced 
United States duties will therefore apply to 
80 per cent of dutiable imports from Canada, 
while those admitted free in the past will 
continue to move across the border with no 
customs’ charge. 

The effect must be to increase shipments 
from Canada to the United States while the 
return flow of goods is restricted, To what- 
ever extent trade is affected, shall be 
selling more in that market while buying 
there only the allowable minimum. How far 
this will help to restore dollar equilibrium 
only time will show, but the effect must be 
to take up some of the slack

Roll Call of Leftists 


If, as most commentators are doing, the 
announced entrance of Henry Wallace into 
the United States pre sidency race is con- 
sidered on the basis of prophecy, his action 
may be expected to have some curious results, 

According to the prophets this is what 
may be looked for: 

Wallace's candidacy will assure the elec- 
tion of a Republican president by swinging 
left wing Democrats from Truman, Since 
the Republicans will have no need to worry 
about their success, they will discard their 
plans for drafting General Eisenhower as a 
candidate, who was only a pinch-hitter any- 
way, and will nominate Senator Taft, who is 
their favorite choice, ‘Taft will turn out to 
be an isolationist and thus the candidacy of 
Wallace will accomplish what Moscow most 
wishes to see accomplished—the withdrawal 
of the United States from European affairs, 

Although this forecast is complicated, it 
is ingenious, And there may be some color 
of truth in it, But the point that will more 
immediately interest Americans—-and Can- 
adians too—is this: What kinds and con- 
ditions of men are going to follow Wallace 
and in what numbers? 

In the answer to that question lies the 
solution to the problem which has been dis- 
turbing this whole continent for the past 
several years—to what actual extent has the 
leftist philosophy gained a foothold in the 
United States? 

In a sense, the candicacy of Wallace will 
be a roll call of leftists, it will accomplish 
what Sir John A. MacDonald used to call a 
“hiving” of the extremists, 

It should serve to measure and identify 
revolutionary opinion, in a munner that will 
be very useful to those who oppose it. 


The International Scene 

The international scene at the opening of
